the heart, lungs, and others, or 
leaving of them within; but if 
they deſite to ha the! cart em- 
balmed by it ſelfe, ic ale an 
Incifion in the pericard, in which it is inc:01:d, and 
embalme it as ſhall be ſhowne hereafter. 

After that yon may ſhow the belly inferiour, that 
is the ſlomacibe and the Epipleon ; conſicering the 
orifice ſuperiour, and inſeriour, and after yards the 
bo wells, bladder, and other things. 

All the faid parts of the the breſt and belly in feri- 
our being obſerved, muſt bee all cut round the Dia- 
phragma, and cut as neere as poſſible can be where 
they are tied and taken all out, and put into a large 
baſon or veſſell. 

Thoſe two bellies being em ptied and cleanſed, that 
is all the blood that commeth from the _ and 
rterics, 
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Arteries, dryed up with Sponges : then you mun 
come to the head. 

The head or Craniom ſhall bee ſawed in two, as 
you doe in an Anatomie, and the braines and parts 
ſhall be put into the veſſell with the bowells, toge- 
ther with the blood that hath been drawne out of the 
three bellies; that is, the head, breſt, and belly inferi. 
our, and put them altogether into a barrell , and 
hoope it round, to be buried or put into the ground, 
but if they deſire to carry them far, or to keep them 
you may embalme them as follower. 

Having emptied and ſqueezed the blood from the 
excrements, you muſt waſh them with warme oxi- 
crat, made with foure parts of water, and one of vi- 
neger compounded, as ſhall be written hereafter: then 
powder them all about with one of the balming pow- 
ders hereaftcr written, then put them into a barrel!
